the temporary stakeholder on June 1, 
July 10 and August 25; the final stake- 
holder to be named on the day of the 
second deposit, June 1. Should either 
party fail to comply with these arti- 
cles the money then in the hands of 
the stakeholder to be forfeited to the 
party which shall have fulfilled its 
obligations; the contest to be to a fin- 
ish.

State University to Sedalia. 


_ JEFFKHSO.N CITV, Mo., March 15.—I!y 
combining all the factions and center- 
ing upon one point, the opposition to 
Columbia succeeded in winning n vic- 
tory in the first big battle in the house 
this afternoon. After disjussintf all 
day anil fighting inch by inch its way 
the university -\vin£ of the house suc- 
ceeded in forcing the issue to a vote, 
and on the third ballot lost a seeming 
victory by a vote so close that repeated 
demands were made for its verification.

droops 


somewhat wearily, as though it had 
met the enemy and had been thrown 
over the wall and had struck hard 
earth clear outside the breastworks. 
When finally, near 0 o'clock this after- 
noon, balloting on the site for the uni- 
vesity wos reached under the Davidson 
resolution adopted this morning;, both 
sides nnd that portion of tlie pub- 
lic

The 
opposition to Columbia realized that 
this was the inevitable result, a battle 
between Sedalia and Columbia, and it 
proceeded as speedily as possible to 
drop by the wayside tho 
boomlets 


of the other ambitious and aspiring 
towns. On the second ballot, .Marshall, 
Boonville, California and St. Louii 
county were left at tho post with this 
result: Columbia, 67; Sedalia, 61; Clin- 
ton, 13, and Independence, 7. It was a 
scene of groat confusion and excite- 
ment under which the third ballot was 
ordered. 


Under the pressure excited lobbyist's 


darted from aisle to aisle, Scdalia's 
contingent whooped it up along- the 
line, and the removalibts excitedly 
canvassed the situation, which was 
either a vote to put the university 
on 
wheels and vote for Sedalia, 


or btand 
by Columbia, 
With the 


greatest difficulty the third and last 
ballot was taken, and so great was the 
confusion that it is probable un at- 
tempt will be made to-morrow to 
verify, or nt least to correct the roll, 
though how this will be done is to- 
nifrht a question discussed.

The third class were I bo™ who 
expressed a timidity at offering before H 
body of dentists, either as the author of 
a paper or ss a clinician, oE them—-well 1 
appreciate

However,

that to make this society a success we 
mnst all be ready to do nur part wbj-n 
called upon; we cannot all be Blacks, or 
Harlnns, or Cashings, but we can tmoh 
contribute onr mite. You each no doubt 
have some little points in filling that 
lighten your labors, and thnt would be 
new to the rest of us. liow better deii- 
onstrate it than by a clinic? Or you 
have some favorite method of treating 
diseased teeth by wbioh yon are almost 
uniformly successful; giva us your expe- 
rience in a paper. You may be orit'.oised, 
but that is the objeot 6f our meetings- 
to silt the wteat from the chaff and take 
only that wbioh is good. You will after 
you have once broken the ice discover 
that you can do better than you gave 
yourself credit for, 
I earnestly hope the 


executive committee for the coming year 
will receive greater encouragement and 
more ready responses to their cill for 
workers than have your present com 
mittee. And still another class I meet: 
Dr. A. writes, he slionld be pleased to 
attend the meetings, takes great internet 
in them, etc., bnt Dr. B., bis neighbor, 
also a member, has been guilty of unpro- 
fessional conduct, in that he advertise^ 
luraself and his wonderfnl success by 
ui'ana of dodgers thrown broadcast over 
the town, or by painting the fences and 
barns; or that Dr. 0. advertises the fact

never, to my knowledge, adapted the

his business. 
However, I think there 


are limits beyond which a professional 
man should not go ana still retain his 
membarship in any society. I believe in 
the (power of printer's ink, and do not 
object to a dentist doing all the legiti- 
mate newspaper advertising be desires; 
but to daub the fences for miles in the 
country, or to use the sandwich man :is a 
means of drawing attention to his bnei 
Deee, simply lowers the profession in the 
eyes of the public. Said a dentist to 
mi", i;i answer to my statement that he 
was advertising ah impossibility when he 
claimed to extract teeth without pain by 
a process I had seen my preceptor nee 
thirty years ago, that he knew oonld not 
be done: "The advertisement brings peo- 
ple to my office, and then I get tuc<ir 
work to do." A man who will resort to 
euch methods to do business, is too far 
lost to sdlf-respeot to be retained in any 
society. Yon could never make any good 
of him, and his presence would simply 
deter better men from joining ns. One 
object of this organization is to induce, as 
far as possible, all dentists of this district 
to join our ranks and help build up the 
profession; it then any number of good 
men are dutered from coming to us by 
the methods of such men it would be 
proper for this society to take steps to 
stop such practice, and I would suggest 
that a committee be appointed to report 
som« plan to remedy the evil. 


I find there are in the district assigned 
to the E istern Illinois Dental society, n 
great many men who have never identi- 
fied themselves wjth ui, and I believe a 
thorough and systematic canvass of tbe 
district between now and the date of our 
next mneting, would result in the ad- 
dition of many names to our roster, and 
would recommend that the inaominv 
president appoint a committee, who shall 
by correspondence, reach every dentist in 
the district and endeavor to have them 
meet with ne next year.

Mr. Palmer 
knew this when he attempted his bluff.
